Owing to the ever-increasing interest in Greek and Roman 
Sculpture, it occurred to the publisher to bring out a work which 
should afford, not only a comprehensive review of Greek Plastic, but 
at the same time a material aid to its historic study. To this end the 
following points were taken into consideration :— 

First.—That the work should contain photographic reproductions 
of objects in the various collections in Europe, and these should not be 
taken from already published plates, but from entirely fresh photo¬ 
graphs taken where possible from the original subject. In cases 
where this, owing to position or distance, was impossible, as for 
instance the Reliefs on the Triumphal Arch at Orange, the photo¬ 
graphs were taken from plaster casts. The direction of this part of 
the work was undertaken by Dr. Julius. 

Secondly.— A sufficiently large size should be chosen to meet all 
scientific requirements, the scale naturally varying according to the 
nature of the subject, but the scale of each plate is given in centi¬ 
metres.
